Washiuglou monument at the national en*, 
ital, is that each Rtato bo rcprasented by 
block of marble with such inscription as tli 
people may choose. These aro not Iho whoi 
of tha monument but (hey are Iho featui 
which makes it Miilkmel. 


(n) Their builders. All vre know here 


that "tho twelve men" gathered Ibo materta 
for one of Iho memorials, and that Josln 
"set up''tho other. Tho twelvo may ah 
havo set up the firnt under Joshue's direi 
tion, aud the pamci thing is probably true i 
lo the second. 
That ho "set up twoh 


stones iu the midst of Jordan" does uot t 
necessity mean lhat he did the work nloti 
with his own hands.

II. Tur. PrEFOSE OF THE MEMORIALS.— 


The object of a luonumeut is its most itn 
portaut feature.

Moder 
effort to fix tho place shows how much ii

and was a place of interest apart from the! 
miraculous entrance of Iho land. WHhoii 
some way of indurating Ihe place it TTOU! 
saou bo lost and thus an interesting fact i 
thsir history would ptias entirely from thei 
recollection. 


(2) In memory of [he miracle. Here 1;th 


water:} of the Jordan wore cut off." Th 
memory of their deliverance was to be per 
petuated. Israel and their posterity were t 
remember that thn Divine hand loci thei. 
and opened the way for theiu into the Ian 
of promise. The monuments must Rpco 
to their children. They were rudo aud thor 
oughly inartistic but none the less signif 
caul and suggestive on lhat account. 


f3) To magnify the Ark of the Coveuau 


The monuments were not merely lo com 
memorate the plaeo nnd tho fact of the uiir 
aclo, but lhat the divine power was associa 
ed with the ark. 
Tho ark was "the poin 


of the manifestation of (ho Divine presence 
Bud of Iho ou3Riiation of Iho Divine power. 
It was lo them, the visible Kunhol of Jeho 
van, and to guard them against foryelliii 
Him,these memorials wero to be aet up. Th 
ark represented also the law, and fidelity t 
it involved the higher fidelity which Jeho 
vah required. 


(!) To impress Ihe people. That is. Israe 


directly, and their posterity, and thei

WEAVERS.

help in the Crescent mill had been paid of 
the weavers employed in the upper weav 
room filed out of Iho mill without n word o 
complaint or explanation lo Iho overseers 
although Iho latter questioned man}- of them 
aa they passed out of the mill. Some o 
them did not eoeui to know what thoy wer 
going out for. 
The weavers in the lowe 


weave room kept at work throughout th 
day, ignorant of what had tnkcu place an 
ovoii went iu this morning and worked ti 
noon, but ou returning to the mill after din 
ncr they wore hooted ni by the strikers 5 
that thoy aluo decided not to go in this a; 
noon, and now all of Iho weavers, abou 
InO, are out. The mill generally makes of 
inch goods, for which thoy aro now payiu 
weavers M cents per cut, which the officer 
claim to be more lhan mills out of tho cit 
aro paying. 
As tho market for this clas 


of goods is very dull, rather than stop 
number of their loont.s they changed a por 
lion of them on 
tu print cloths, and 


portion to oO-fuch goods. Tho cuts 
o 


print cloths made by this mill average abon 
four yards longer than in other mills, bu 
thoy pny '27 
cents per cut, while, othc 


mills hero pay 21 ccnt.s per cut. A committe 
from tho strikers wailed upon tho treasure 
this afternoon to try to settle the affair. Th 
principal grievances EOCIU to bo that th 
weavers working ou the JJO-iuch goods (OH!; 
ten altogether) want (0 cents per cut insteac 
of im, which is the present rate. They claim 
that ."J.^ cents is not in proportion with th 
rates paid for other width goods. Tho treas 
nrer told the committee he would make au 
investigation aud if the rato was unjust h 
would rectify it. The committee- have an 
other conference with the treasurar tomor 
row at uiuo o'clock. 
It is not thought tha 


this strike will effect other mills. 
A mem 


her of tho committee (old the treasurer tha 
he thought they ;the weavers) had mad1 
mistake and ought not to havo gone out. 
I 


is said that a number of tho mills have ad 
vauced tho pay of tho slashers to the figure 
nsked for by them, but that now hands ari 
)cing hired in placo of the strikers.—fHe 
ppntch lo tho Boston Advertiser.
